MONTREAL, Can., April 25.—Shortly 


after 6 o'clock this afternoon flames 
were discovered in McDonald's tobacco 
factory, the largest of its kind in Can- 
ada, covering several acres of ground 
on Ontario street, in Herlga, a suburb 
of this city, which started in the tower 
of the main building, made rapid prog- 
ress, and in a short time the whole up- 
per portion of the buildinj? was in 
flames. The place was crowded »vith 
employes, many of them girls who 
were finishing: their ddfa work and 
preparing to leave for their homes. 


Exit was cut off and many of the 


girls had to jump from the upper 
floors to save their lives. Aubulances 
were called and several girls were re- 
moved to the hospital badly injured. 
The firemen seemed powerless and as 
the fire is still burning- it looks as if 
the whole factory and adjacent prop- 
erty would be destroyed, .The loss 
will reach 8750,000 and there is no in- 
surance. 
The factory is the property 


of W. C. MaeDonald, the tobacco king 
of Canada. 


Eleven persons were brought to tlie 


hospitals to-night suffering from inju- 
ries sustained by jumping. The phy- 
sicians in charge say that severs! of 
the number are likely to die before 
morning. 


The total loss will amount to about 


Si50,000. 


The fire was brought under control 


about 1 o'clock. 


No one was killed outright or burned 


to death, but most of those named in 
the list of injured will die. A num- 
ber of others, whose names could not 
be learned to-night, sustained less se- 
rious injuries.

There were several farmhouses burned 
out Wednesday, and there seems to be 
no probability that the fires will abate. 
The weather is hot, and the woods and 
trees are as dry as tinder, making 
them fit subjects for the fire to prey 
upon. Unless rain comes the fire will 
certainly create wide desolation. 


The people of Prentice have made 


an organized effort to keep the flames 
from entering the city. All the fire 
appliances the city affords have been 
gotten ready for immediate action, 
and, warned by the disaster to Phil- 
lips last summer, the most heroic ef- 
forts will be made to keep the city 
from burning up. The nearest ap- 
proach it has made is about a quarter 
of a mile distant, where it is burning

frea coinage of both metals? 
A.—The United States tried it for 


eighty years, first in 1793 to 1873, and 
utterly failed. The effort results in the 
practical adoption of one standard and 
of one metal. In the Senate of the 
United States in a speech delivered 
Sept. 28,1837, on the currency Mr. Web- 
ster said: "There is but one money 
standard for 
the country, and the 


standard of value to be established by 
Congress is to be a currency acd not 
bullion merely; because we find it is to 
be coined, that is, it is to be one or the 
other of the precious metals bearing an 
authentic stamp of value and passing 
therefore by tale. That is to bo the 
standard of value." 


Q.—What has been the result where 


nations have Bought to fix a legal ratio 
between silver and gold different from 
tho market ratio? 
A.—They have lost the undervalued 


metal. 
Q.—What nations have attempted to 


maintain a bimetallic standard? 


A.—Mexico, the 
nations of South 


America, China, Japan. 


Q.—What has been the result? 
A.— These nations have in effect 


adopted the silver as their single stand- 


Q.—What nations have adopted the 


single gold standard of value? 


A.—England, Germany, United States 


and the Latin Union, by the suspension 
of the coinage of silver, Sweden, Nor 
way, Holland, Switzerland—in short, all 
Europe. 
Q.—In these cases has the result been 


to expel silver? 


A.—In the cations where eold IB tho 


standard a large quantity of silver is 
maintained in circulation. In nations 
where silver is the standard no gold cir- 
culates. 
Q.—What effect has the gold standard 


upon wages? 
A.—It has only the effect it has upon 


commerce—it gives stability to all values 
and increased facilities for exchange. It 
is worthy of note that the nations hav- 
ing gold as their standard of value and 
using both metals in their currency have 
the largest commerce and the highest 
scale of wages. 


Q.—When did Germany adopt the 


single gold standard? 


A.—After her war with France. 
The 


payment of the indemnity by France 
gave Germany control of a large stock 
of gold, and her rulers determined to 
take advantage of the opportunity to re- 
form the currency system of the empire. 
The various states then brought to- 
gether as one nation had 17 varieties of 
gold money and 66 different coins of 
silver having full legal tender value. 
The silver constituted (i5 per cent of the 
circulation. The new system established 
gold as tho sole monetary system, with 
silver limited to $2.50 per capita and its 
legal tender value limited to 85. 


Q.—What effect had this action of 


Germany on other nations? 


A.—The "Latin Union," comprising 


the five countries using the franc system 
—France, Belgium, Italy, Switzerland 
and Greece—tearing Germany's silver 
would flood their mints to the exclusion 
ol gold, in 1874 restricted, and in 1878 
entirely suspended the coinage of silver 
five francs. 
Q.-rWhen did the decline of silver be- 


come marked? 


A.—In 1873 the price of bar silver in 


London was 81.30 per ounce. In 1888 it 
had fallen to SO.H4. In 1894 it had fallen 
to $0.63J^; or in 20 years it had declined 
one-half. 
Q,_What effect had this decline in 


value upon the world's production of 
silver. 
A.—It has steadily increased. In 


1873 the world's production of silver was 
63,267,000 
ounces. 
In 1892 it was 


152,061,800 ounces. In other words, 
while the value has decreased one-half 
the production has increased two and 
one-half. 
Q.—What has been the effect upon 


the world's progress of these economic 
changes? 
A.—Never before in any correspond- 


ing period of time, according to David 
A. Wells, "has labor been so productive; 
never has the volume of trade and com- 
merce been greater; never has wealth 
been more rapidly accumulated; never 
has 
there been eo much abund- 


ance for distributing on BO favorable 
terms to the masses; never, finally, 
would an ounce of silver exchange for 
so much of sugar, wheat, wool, iron, 
copper or coal," as in the period from 
1873 to 1890. 
Q.—Can any of the recent disturb- 


ances be attributed to the suspension of 
ihe free coinage of silver? 
A.—The suspension. of the free coin- 


age of silver was followed by seventeen 
years of unprecedented and universal 
prosperity. The more recent disturb- 
ances are traceable to other causes. 


Q.—To what causes are the disturb- 


ances in the United States traceable? 


4.—The Republican explanation of 


the hard times and financial stringency 
since is the attempt of the silver irono- 
metalists to establish free coinage and 
the expulsion of gold and the action of 
the Democrats in congress in passing 
the Wilson free trade bill, cutting down 
wages and prices and destroying confi- 
dence of business men in future values. 
To the withdrawal of foreign capital 


from America because of these free 
silver coinage threats. And to ill-con- 
sidered legislation concerning capital, 
which generally marks an era of low 
prices. 
Q —Would the free coinage of silver 


by the United States restore its market 
value? 
, 
A.—It would not. Admitting, merely 


for the sake of argument, that the de- 
cline has been due to the closing of the 
mints to silver by many nations, free 
coinage by one could not restore the 
former equilibrium. 
Q.—Is there any natural, unchangea- 


ble ratio between the value of gold and 
silver? 
A.—No more than there is between 


corn and wheat, cotton and wool, iron 
and steel, or the Democratic or Republi- 
can vote. 
Q.—Is there a constitutional ratio be- 


tween the value of gold and silver? 


A.—None; the Constitution leaves the 


matter to the control of congress. 


Q,—Has congress ever changed the 


legal ratio? 
A.—In 1793 congress adopted the ratio 


of 15 to 1, but at that ratio few silver 
dollars were coined. And in 1805 Presi- 
dent Jefferson, by an executive order, 
closed^the mint to the coinage of the 
silver dollar. In 1834 congress changed 
the ratio to 16 to 1, with the avowed 
purpose of securing a gold currency. 
Q._What was the effect of this slight 


overvaluation of gold? 


A.,—We secured gold and lost our sil- 


Q._What would 'be the effect should 


we now overvalue silver 100 per cent? 


A.—We would get all of the silver we 


could pay for and lose all our gold. 
Q._What rule did Mr. Jefferson lay 


down for establishing a ratio between 
gold and silver? 
. . 


A.—Mr. Jefferson said: "Just princi- 


ples will lead us to disregard legal pro 
portions altogether; to inquire into the 
market price of gold in the several coun- 
tries with which we shall principally be 
connected in commerce and to take an 
average from them. The proportion be- 
tween the the values of gold and silver 
ia a mercantile problem altogether. 


Q.—Does the free coinage of any metal 


fix finally its relation to any other metal 
or commodity? 


A.—The free coinage of a metal at a 


given ratio is simply the legal recogni- 
tion of a fact aheady existing. When 
the market ratio changes it is the part 
of wisdom to change the legal ratio. 
When the fluctuation becomes rapid and 
frequent it is tbe part of wisdom to 
abandon the metal that has shown the 
least stability. The object of all coinage 
ib simply to furnish commerce with the 
best possible instrumentalities of ex- 
change. When any of these instruments 
become impaired there is no more rea- 
son for retaining them than there would 
be for retaining the stage coach as a 
means of transportation or preferring 
the ship 1792 to the steam vessel of 1895. 
Q._Do wo not destroy half the money 


of the world by closing the mint to 
silver? 


A.—The quantity of money m the 


world is of lees importance than the 
quality. Money that is unstable is a 
nuisance; but as a matter of fact, the 
silver money to day, upheld to parity 
with gold, equals in quantity of gold 
money and the quantity of each exceeds 
anything known in the past. As a me- 
dium of exchange coined silver, sus- 
tained by the credit of the various gov- 
ernments, is performing this function as 
well as it ever did. Gold is the standard 
o! value as well as the medium of ex- 
change in all civilized countries. It thus 
gives stability to all money systems and 
enables conmeicial nations to make 
their calculations concerning the future. 


Q>—What proportion of commercial 


transactions are settled in either gold or 
eilvei? 
A.—Not 10 per cent. Commerce has 


certain instruments of its own which to 
a large extent displace the metals and to 
a large extent give to those metals more 
rapid circulation. The result is that 
only the balances in all transactions are 
settled in money, as at the clearing- 
house and as with merchants who keep 
accounts with one another. 


Q.—How much money is in circula- 


tion in the United States? 
A.—About 81,750,000,000; 8624,000,000 


silver, 8661,000,000 gold, and $469,000,000 
paper. 
Q.—What are the imports of the 


United States? 
A.—Under normal conditions 
the 


United States buys of foreign nations 
$800,000,000 annually. 
Q.—To pay this debt then requires 


nearly all the money metal in the United 
States. 
A.—The great bulk of these goods are 


not paid for in money metal. They are 
paid for in other products which we ex- 
port, tbe balances alone being paid either 
by the export or impart of gold and sil- 
ver. 
But their values are all estimated 


by tho gold standard. 


Q.—Are the debts between individuals 


settled in the same way? 


A.—They are. If a man buys a nouse 


and lot he pays for it by a draft on his 
banker, with whom he has deposited his 
crop of tobacco, or cotton, or wheat, 
corn, oats, hogs, cattle, or tbe proceeds 
of some of these crops. The seller takes 
the draft and deposits it with his banker, 
and no actual money is known in the 
transaction. 
Q._Has not the decline in prices of 


all of the products been due to the di- 
minishing supply of gold. 
A.—The supply of gold has not dimin- 


ished. On the contrary, it has greatly 
increased. In 1873 the gold product was, 
$96,200,000. in 1894 it was $182,000,000. 


Q.—Has not the decline then been due 


to the fact that silver has been demone- 
tized? 
A.—If by demonetization is meant 


that silver has ceased to be used as 
money, there has been no dempnetiza 
tion, for, as I have stated, there is more 
silver money in the world to-day than 
ever before.

AN OLD CLAIM. 


H. P. May made a statement to the 


effect that the National Bank of Deca- 
tur had received from Boston for collec- 
tion a Macon county bond in thesam of 
$1,000, aud attached to the bond were 
fourteen coupons of $80 each. Mr. May 
did not go into particulars, but said 
that the bond had been issued in 1859 
and was due in 1873; that it bore 
interest at the rate of eight per cent., 
but 
that 
none 
of 
the 
coupons 


had ever been presented 
for pay- 


ment. The face value of the bond 
and the coupons is now 82,120. The 
question is, Will the owner of the bond 
demand interest on that sum for all 
these years, and can the county bo held 
liable for it? If the county was held 
.liable for the interest for all of these 
years since the bond was due in 1873, 
there would be now due on that §1,000 
bond the sum of 85,851,20. Supervisors 
Johnson, Moffett and Draper were ap- 
pointed'a committee to investigate the 
matter and report at tho June meeting. 


COUNTY WANTS 8218,22. 


Supervisors Bean, Draper aud Low- 


ery, appointed several months ago to 
check up the penalties and judgments 
paid into the office of the county trea- 
surer on delinquent lands, submitted a 
report which offered a compromise with 
Mr. Montgomery, and their report was 
adopted without a dissenting vote. The 
report said that the total penalties in 
the four years of Mr. Montgomery's term 
amounted to 81,340.29; of this total 
there had bson collected the .Bum of 
8345.39, leaving '.uncounted for the sum 
of $395.14. They also reported that 
they found judgments of $37.50 unac- 
counted for, making a total of 8432.64. 
The committee, after detailing the work 
of checking up stubs in receipt books, 
etc., said: "Your committee would fur- 
ther report that after a careful examina- 
tion of the stubs of tax receipts and 
from other information, that a large part 
of these penalties were not collected by 
County Treasurer Montgomery." The 
committee therefore recommended that 
the treasurer be given credit with 35 per 
cent of the total amount, and that he be 
asked to pay into the treasury the sum 
5218.22. 


The board then adjourned to meet in 


regular session on the second Tuesday 
in June.

The Drainage Canal. 


The Chicago drainage canal has taken 


much of the time of the legislature for 
a number of years and is up again. This 
time the question was reopened through 
an effort to secure legislation granting 
power to levy additional taxes upon 
those connected with the improvement. 
Seizing upon this opportunity, the peo- 
ple living in the Illinois river valley 
from Joliet to Peoria are attempting to 
change the act so as to make that part 
of it requiring that 300,000 cubic feet 
feet of water be maintained in the canal 
per minute be more clearly defined and 
made more binding upon Chicago. This 
has given rise to intense contention in 
the legislature, between the valiey peo- 
ple and ,the Chicago people, and large 
delegations have been in Springfield 
this week from both sections, repre' 
sen ting both interests. 


The Chicago people propose to furnish 


the 300,000 cubic feet of water per min- 
ute by reversing the current of the Chi- 
•cago river. The valley people contend 
that to do^this the Chicago river would 
have to be deepened or widened, neither 
of which is practicable, as to do it by 
deepening the river would be impractic- 
able, as the three tunnels under the 
river in the city would not admit of this, 
and widening the river could not be 
done on account of the valuable prop- 
erty along the banks of the river. The 
valley people say that the only way to 
maintain the 300,000 feet of cubic water 
is to tap the lake as originally contem- 
plated, and the claim of the Chicago 
people that it can be done through tae 
Chicago river is looked upon as a scheme 
to save money at the expense an<i dis- 
comfiture of the valley people on ac- 
count of a limited flow of pure water, 
and so the fight goes on.

When Mrs. Bordner celebrated her 105th 
birthday last October, her hearing was 
still good, her eyes clear and bright, and 
at that time she walked about the house 
unassisted, but from that date she began 
to fail rapidly, until the end finally 
came last eight.

joe Fowler Would Bather Kill a 


Man Than Eat. 


Curccr and Death by the Rope of the no*-

This testimony was given In court by 


n witness concerning the doings and 
mental condition of Joe Fowler, who, 
in IsSS, was being tried for his life at 
the general term in Socorro, N. M. On 
being asked by his counsel what he 
meant by tho expression "cha\vin* his 
pistols," he explained that Joe, after an 
all night's drinking bout, to bhow his 
btoadiness and nerve had put the muz. 
zlos of his two loaded revolvers into his 
mouth and was pulling the hammers 
part way back and letting them snaf 
down upon the cartridges. 


Joe Fowler, who figured as a danger- 


ouh man for years in New Mexico, \\ns 
at one time the keeper of a dance hall 
in bauta Fe. From there he went tc 
Socorro county, bought or took up a 
stock range, and was a ranchman foi 
several years, at which business he 
prospered. Ho was a short, thick-set 
man, with whom homicide had become 
a habit, and his bearing and expression 
were a warning that he was a man tc 
be let alone if possible. He had made 
his reputation as a "bad man" before 
going to Socorro county, and ho added 
to it by several shooting exploits while 
living at his ranch. The most murder 
ons and characteristic one, perhaps, 
was his killing of three men between 
Socorro and his ranch. The men were 
camping together on the prairie at 
night, and ho killed them in their sleep 
There were no witnesses, and Fowler's 
account of the affair was that in riding 
to his ranch alone he- overtook them on 
the prairie, and that they, not recogniz 
ing him, confided to him their intention 
of going to his raach, killing the pro- 
prietor, and getting away v> ith ns much 
booty as they could find. Whatever 
mav have been the general opinion as 
to the truth of his story, the men bting 
dead there was no means of disproving 
it, and Joe went free.

siren, once of the variety stage, who 
figured so sensationally in the New 
Mexico cities in the eighties. He had 
married her in Santa Fo, ami she lived 
with him during his stay at the ranch. 
Their matrimonial life was not whollv 
rose strewn, for she carried upon her 
check as a memento of one episodo of it 
a deep though not disfiguring sear, 
which was currently credited to her 
husband's knocking her down with a 
blow from a carbine. After his death 
she came in for a share of his property, 
which was considerable, and while it 
lusted she was famous among the gam- 
bling saloons of Santa Fc, Las Vegas 
and other New Mexico towns as a play- 
er for high stakes, and sometimes as a 
dealer at faro. 


It was on the same night, in imme- 


diate sequence to the "chawin"' of his 
pistols, that Joe got into the trouble 
that cut short his life. He luul sold his 
ranch and stock, and with a large sum 
of money had come into Socorro to en- 
joy himself. 
After hi;) all night's 


drlnkinj? he \vas (retting into a danger- 
ous mood, and now that he was snap- 
ping pistols at his head two officers of 
the law thought it time tp interfere for 
his own and th« public safety. They 
came behind him, each seized him by an 
arm, and, wresting his pistols from him, 
they took him out of the house and 
were walking him up the street toward 
the lockup. 
A citizen of Socorro, a 


friend of Joe, seeing1 him in custody, 
came np to the party to intercede for 
the prisoner. Joe waited until he got 
near enough, and then, without provo- 
cation, drew a bowie Icnifc and stabbed 
the friend to the heart, killing him in- 
stantly. 


He was brought to trial, convicted, 


sentenced to be hanged, and placed in 
the Socorro jail to await the day of ex- 
ecution. From the desperate character 
of the man and the money that he had 
at his disposal, there was special dan- 
ger in his case of escape or rescue. 
This the citizens of Socorro were deter- 
mined should not happen, and they 
took effective measures that the mur- 
derer of their fellow citizen should be 
avenged. A steel cage was ordered 
from the east, in which more securely 
to confine the prisoner, and every night 
a detachment of vigilantes guarded the 
jail, patrolling its four walls on the 
outside.

Before the appointed time for the 


C'JCe ition of the death sentence arrived 
the povL-rnor ol the territory granted 
the prisoner a reprieve. The citizens 
«f boLorio treated the respite as waste 
Papt>r, continued to mount guard over 
tne jail, and punctually on tho day and 
hour set by the court for the execution 
they took Joe Fowler from his cell and 
nwiged him.

THE ALLIANCA AFFAIR. 


No Evidence that Bpniii Hns Made a Suita- 


ble Response to America*!* l>«mand. 
WASHINGTON, April 26 —The most 


persistent inquiry at the department 
of state fails to verify the leported re- 
ceipt of advices from Minister Taylor 
at Madrid to the effect that the Span- 
ish government had made a suitable 
lesponse to Seoretaiy Gresham's de- 
mand in regard to the Allianca affair. 
The seci etary's response to repeated 
questioning was tha.t he had no newfc 
to give out on the subject. It is quite 
evident, however, thai the present 
status of the case, if not entiiely sat- 
isfactory, is not causing uneasiness at 
the department, or impatience over the 
apparent delay on tlie part of Spain 
in responding would have been mani- 
fested befoie this, time. 


It is quite possible that when the 


new Spanish minister, Dupuy de Lome, 
arrives in Washington, there may be 
some developments made public, but 
the reticence of all departmental of- 
ficials on the matter up to this date 
eads to the belief that the incident 
lias not yet been finally closed. 


WILL GO SCOTT FREE. 


CHICAGO. April 28.— Referring to th« 


statement made by Secretary Morton 
of the agricultural department that 
the rise in the pnce of live stock had 
been less than one dollar a 300 pounds 
over last year's price, and that dressed 
beef was now 5 cents to 10 cents higher 
in New York city, Mr. G. F. Swift, of 
the big packing firm of Swift & Co., in 
an interview yesterday said: 


"I sold over a million and a quarter 


pounds of dressed beef in New York 
city last week at SX cents per pound, 
and this same quality of beef brought 
7 cents during the spring months of 
last year. It is claimed that the re- 
tail butchers are asking 30 cents a 
pound for their beef, but the secretary 
fails to mention that this price is for 
choice porterhouse, while other portions 
of the beef sell as low as 6 cents. This 
talk by Secretary Morton has caused 
beef consumption to fall off nearly 40 
per cent, throughout the country and 
is one of the reasons why the retail 
butchers are asking high price* for 
beef. People are now buying mutton 
and pork instead of beef. 


The price of cattle to-day is fully 


$1 50 a hundred higher than it was 
during the correspondi ntr period of 
last year, and the prese nt indications 
are that the advance will continue. 
Five weeks ago, before this agitation 
commenced, live stock was 83.25 a hun- 
dred higher than last year's price. Of 
course the farmer wants to receive the 
highest price for his cattle, and it is 
the duty of the agricultural depart- 
ment to look out for the farmers' in- 
terest, but instead of doing so, this 
agitation has caused a decline of 75 
cents per 100 m live stock." 


Nelson Morris, one of the largest 


cattle growers in the country, said 
that the talk of Secretary Morton was 
injuring the meat trade all over the 
country. Dressed beef is being sold in 
Chicago at 7% to 8 cents per pound, 
and is only about a quarter of a cent 
higher in New York.

Death of Ex-Sheriff Hitchcock. 
PEOBIA, 111., April 25.—Frank Hitch- 


cock. United States Marshal at Chicago 
during President Harrison's adminis- 
tration and for some time afterward, 
died here at 3:45 o'clock after a week's 
illnesB. His ailment was diagnosed as 
inflammation of the bowels, but it is 
generally believed to have been lead 
poisoning. On returning from Chicago 
on the appointment of his successor Mr. 
Hitchcock became interested in a new 
process for making white lead. He or- 
ganized a new company and erected 
works and gave the business such close 
attention 
that 
his friends believe 


that 
he 
contracted 
lead 
poison- 


ing. 
It 
had 
not 
been 
known 


that Mr. Hitchcock was ill until this 
morning, and the announcement of his 
death came as a great shock to his hosts 
of friends in this city. Mr. Hitchcock 
was elected sheriff of Peoria county a 
number of times, and in that capacity 
developed remarkable abilities as a de 
tective. His recoid in this regard hac 
much to do with his selection as Uuitec 
States marshal, in which position he 
added to his reputation. 


It was he who made the capture ol 


Frank Kande, the notorious outlaw, who 
afterwards 
committed suicide. 
He 


worked up the case and it was under his 
orders that Rande was arrested anc 
brought to justice. 


He also followed up Finley Hoke to 


Canada, and caused his arrest for rob 
bing the Merchants' National Bank 
Many other equally important cases 
illustrate his ability as a detective.

Facts Sent to Chicago for the Architect 


to Ponder O\ cr—A Serious Matter 


for Soiuebod). 


There was something of a hustle and 


a stir at the site for the James Millikin 
new bank building this forenoon when 
Superintendpiit Boynton in stretching 
the building lines made the discovery 
that part of the W. H. EnniBstoro build- 
ing was standing on the;MillUcin ground, 
^y, inches on the east end and slanting 
to'l}^ inches north of the Millikin 
ground at the west end, or the Water 
street front 
The aveiage encroach- 


ment of the Ennis wall oa the Millikin 
property is two inches. This would not 
be a very serious matter were it not for 
the fact that above the foundation wall 
of stone the Millikin building of six 
stories is to be constructed of steel. The 
ground 
plan 
calls 
for 
45.4x106 


feet, and about the 
center 
of the 


north side, as stated, the Ennis building 
is a solid trespasser 4J^ inches. It is 
understood that all of the steel pillars 
and girders have been made for the 
building and are waiting shipment to 
Decatur. If there is not space enough, 
for the structure something will have to 
be done at once. Mr. Millikin caanot 
crowd his building into the street. One 
of three things will have to be done—the 
Ennis wall, which is 12 inches thick and 
36 feet long will have to come down, 01 
will have to be cut or shaved off 434 in- 
ches, or the steel pieces already made 
will have to be reduced in length anc 
size, and somebody will have to stanc 
tho expense which will be no small sum 


This noon a full statement was sent to 


Architect Boynton at Chicago. 
He 


will have to decide what shall be done 
Tha 'north foundation wall will not be 
staited until Mr. Boynton comes down iu 
person or sends instructions. 


Theio has been no mistake in the 


measurement for the MillikmJ ground. 
Both Mr. Millikin and Mr. Ennis were 
at the bank site to-day, and both are 
fully acquainted with the trouble, which 
it is believed will be settled satisfacto- 
rily to all parties concerned.
